Mr. Chapdelaine stated that Assistant Town Manager James Feeney negotiated an agreement 
with Mr. Lombardi regarding the damaging of the tree at 40 Webcowet Road. Mr. Chapdelaine is 
also exceptionally pleased with the results of the Town’s effort to negotiate the matter. It sends a 
message that the Town does not tolerate this behavior. 

Mr. Lombardi and Mr. Bradley sent a letter of apology to the Board and have agreed to the 
following: 

1. A $6000 donation has been made to the Trees Please Fund to enhance public 
shade canopy in the Webcowet Rd. neighborhood. 

2. Payment in the amount of $3850 has been provided directly to Barrett Tree Service 
East to execute the tree care plan as soon as possible. The tree care plan was 
provided, accepted and paid for Friday afternoon. 

C. J. Doherty (Contractor) made a $1500 donation to the Arlington Tree Committee and to be 
earmarked for educational materials related to tree care during construction. 

Also an agreement has been reached with ArborMaster Inc. to provide a four hour on-site 
training for C. J. Doherty Inc. employees. ArborMaster Inc. has indicated they will provide the 
written proposal for the training scheduled for October 25 th . 

Mr. Chapdelaine stated he attended the Fire Department Retirement Banquet on Friday night, 
September 15 th , and was impressed with all the five retirees' retirement speeches. 

Over the weekend Mr. Chapdelaine attended the Friends of Waldo Park “Movie Night” and 
estimated that at least 150 people attended. John Ellis did a great job in the setup, and providing 
a wooden frame to watch the movie. Mr. Chapdelaine stated it was a wonderful night. 

Mr. Greeley thanked the Town Day Committee for another wonderful Town Day Celebration. 
Mr. Greeley advised the Board that he was planning another Holiday Concert on December 21, 
2017. The Jazz Band and Madrigal Singers will be performing along with the Selectones. 
Everyone save the date. 

Mr. Dunn stated that he would be attending the MM A Legislative Breakfast that Town Manger 
Chapdelaine is hosting Friday morning in the Lyons Hearing Room. 

Mr. Dunn also thanked the Town Day Committee for a great Town Day Celebration. 

Mrs. Mahon, Mr. Curro and Mr. Greeley attended the Arlington Eats Dinner last Thursday 
at the Thompson School. They were all impressed with the amount of food distributed to 
local families.

Board. Mr. Curro stated it was a great event.
